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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 1-11 are allowed in view of the prior art. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

As to claim 1, the prior art of record, taken either alone or in combination, fails to 
disclose or render obvious a scanning ultrasound detection device that uses two- wave mixing in 
photorefractive interferometry, the device comprising an interferometer with two-wave mixing in 
a photorefractive crystal that receives an input light beam and generates a signal beam to detect 
ultrasound vibrations of the target and a reference beam that has interference with the signal 
beam, and a rotating unit that directs the signal beam to be incident upon difference locations of 
the target to result in a scanning motion on the target, in combination with the rest of the 
limitations of the above claim. 

With regards to the above, the prior art of record, such as US Pat. 5,680,212 to Blouin et 
al, discloses the measurement of ultrasonic vibrations in an object using two-wave mixing in a 
photorefractive crystal. However, the prior art fails to show the combination of the crystal 
generating the signal beam used for detection and also generating the interference signal after 
reflection off the target, along with the scanning of the signal beam along the target, in 
combination with the rest of the limitations of the above claim.
